Fugitives Hystorioal 
A comprehensive story of the ex- 
tent of the disaster and the circum- 
stances atendlng It has not yet been 
obtained. Several men have arrived 
at Scenic Hot Springs' from Welling- 
ton, but they are hysterical from the 
horror of the avalanche and the perils 
of their descent of tho mountain, and 
were unable to describe the scono at 
tho summit and the work of recover- 
ing the bodies of the dead. 

While some of the missing may bo 
found alive, the fate of the majority, 
railroad men believe, has been death, 
Many of the missing aro laborers, who 
were at work trying to clear the track. 
All the Injured are being cared for at 
Wellington, owing to the difficulty In 
getting them twelve miles down the 
slide-swept slope . to a point where 
trains can reach them. The reserve 
party that left hero on hist night's 
Bipedal did not reach Wellington until 
noon toduy. 

While there Is no special Informa- 
tion on the point, it la understood at 
tho local offices that train No. 25 was 
not kept In the tunnel because of the 
pleas of passengers, who feared being 
blockaded there with the resulting 
risk of suffocation. 

Two of the passenger coaches are 
still completely buried. The day 
coach and smoker have entirely dis- 
appeared, being literally smashed to 
bits. One woman was rescued from 
the Pullman after twelve hours Im- 
prisonment Brakeman Duncan and 
Conductors Pureell and Clary, who 
were In a car that was reduced to 
splinters, escaped with slight bruises'; 
and In bare feet did heroic rescue 
work. The physicians who accompan- 
ied the relief trains report that all the 
injured are doing well, and it is be- 
lieved all will recover. Thero aro 
plenty of people to take enre of those 
needing assistance, and an abundance 
of provisions. 

Rolarles are working from both di- 
rections, making good progress and 
doing everything possible to clear the 
tracks.

Roods accompanied by loss of life 
and Inestimable destruction of property 
rage In all parts of the United States 
today. Parts of Europe are .also re- 
ported at the mercy of high water. 
Continued rains have forced the Seine 
river out of its banks, and Paris, still 
suffering from tbe effects of the recent 
record flood, is again threatened. From 
all over the Inland Empire come stories 
of unprecedented high water. Crops 
have been ruined, buildings washed 
away, lives lost and stock drowned. At 
Tokoa, Washington, Maurice O'Brien 
was carried away with his team while 
trying to cross a .bridge weakened by 
the flood; another man was drowned 
at the same time. 

At Pullman the water is from three 
to six feet deep in tho lower streets. 
Half a dozen homes and one two-story 
building were carried away. Daven- 
port and Colfax are Isolated. 

In Northern Idaho the. Clearwater 
and Snake rivers were raging. Small 
mountain creeks are running rampant 
through canyon towns. One span of 
the canyon bridge, said to be the long- 
est and highest railroad trestle in tho 
United States, litis gone out above 
Katnlah, Idaho. 

Banned by a warm chlnook wind, 
snow in tho mountains Is rapidly 
melting, and no relief from the high 
water Is promised for two days at least. 
Indian Creek litis broken over its banks 
and threatens to sweep away a largo 
part of Caldwell, Idaho. Damage in 
that city reached the $500,000 mark 
today. 

Railroads In Utah and Nevada are at 
a standstill. Half a dozen transcon- 
tinental trains are tied up at Ogden, 
unable to proceed to the coast. Towns 
west of Stilt Lake report severe losses. 
Telegraph and telephone wires are 
down, and communication to many of 
the flooded districts cut off. Tho peo- 
ple of Elko, Nov., were forced to flee 
to higher ground. 

In the Ohio Valley, thousands of 
people have been driven from their 
homes. Others aro living in the second 
and third stories, while Water (fills the 
lower floors. Many caught by the 
rapidly rising flood were rescued in 
boats. 

Wostorn Washington Deluged. 

•SEATTLE, March Eighteen feet 
of snow on the western slope of the 
Cascades and eight feet on the eastern 
slope Is being changed into water by a 
warm wind from the sea, and the 
rivers lack capacity to carry away the 
deluge, with the result that Washing- 
ton valleys are overflowed 1 , railroads 
compelled to suspend (business and 
bridges washed away by the most 
widespread floods In twenty years. 
With railroad communication to Port- 
land cut off, Seattle has only one direct 
railway outlet to the east, by the. 
Northern Pacific main line. That out- 
let, however, may be closed at any 
time by the turbulent Green River, 
which is already threatening to wash 
away the track.

WINDS UP_II\I JAIL 

Young Englishmen Who Professed to 
Practice Painless Dentistry With 
Corkscrow, 

NELSON, March 2.— With a Jack- 
knife, awl, corkscrew, some ordinary 
chewing gum, and a bottlo of car- 
bolic acid as his only Instruments, 
Arthur Stranger, alius A. Pinchback, 
a young Englishman, practiced In Sll- 
verton as a qualified dentist. His ex- 
traordinary career of fraud came to 
an end today, when he was sentenced 
by W. H. Bullock Webster, stipendiary 
magistrate, to six months in gaol for 
obtaining money by false pretences, 
and to six months for breaking gaol 
at New Denver, tho sentences to run 
concurrently. 

Stranger arrived in Canada from 
England last December and made his 
way to Slocan, where he posed as tho 
son of a wealthy English family. A 
case of housebreaking transpired and 
Stranger was arrested and ordered to 
leave town. He turned up In Silver- 
ton and hung out a shingle describing 
himself as A. L. Pinchback, D. M. S., 
which he translated as Master of Den- 
tal Surgery. He offered to do till den- 
tal work "one dollar less than In Nel- 
son," and displayed an extraordinary 
typewritten diploma, certifying that 
he was "proficient in dental practice," 
and signed by "II. James Gale. Head 
Master." 

His first patient was a lady Whom 
he charged $10 for filling a tooth 
with chewing gum, having first treat- 
ed her mouth with carbolic aeld after 
scratching with an awl and corkscrew. 
He told her that the chief require- 
ment of painless dentistry was that 
the patient should keep her eyes 
closed, and when she left he gave 
her a receipt guaranteeing to replace 
filling should It come out. This was 
the case that led to his arrest and 
conviction. 

His next patient was a barber, 
whose hollow tooth he treated with 
concentrated carbolic acid. The bar- 
ber left hurriedly before treatment 
was completed. 

Another lady had a broken tooth 
wired to her plato with ordinary wire, 
for which, the charge was six dollars. 
A threat to prosecute led to the tooth 
being removed and the money ru- 
tu rued. 

Things then became warm, and 
Stranger left Sllverton, going to New 
Denver, where he posed as a wealthy 
man and offered to buy the Mollle 
Hughes mine. He borrowed money 
and told a prominent citizen that he 
hud taken a fancy to him and would 
transfer to him for one dollar a ranch 
he owned In Alberta, but before the 
transaction could be completed Stran- 
ger was arrested. He broke out of 
the New Denver ffaol during the night 
but was re-arrested next day and 
brought to Nelson.

— Crashing 
Into two tons of boulders, the Oriental 
Limited, No. 2, of the Great Northern 
railway, tonight plunged down a fifty- 
foot embankment twenty-two miles 
east of Spokane, carrying with it five 
burning cars, including the mall car, 
killing the fireman, seriously injuring 
the engineer and several passengers.

Half .1 dozen passengers on the train 
saw tho approaching danger and the 
heroic effort of Engineer Carle, of 
Spokane, who threw on tho emergency 
brake twenty-five feet before tho rocks 
wero reached. 

When the train struck the boulders 
gas tanks exploded, setting, lire to live 
cars, which gradually toppled over tho 
embankment. There wero just a few 
minutes of time, In which tho conduc- 
tor saw and seized the opportunity to 
uncouple and shove back the last three 
cars.

The afternoon sitting saw tho 
hist of the estimate votes disposed of 
in committee and duly reported, while 
Mr. Jardine contributed the most Inter- 
esting speech of the day, its Importance 
being largely attributed to the fact of 
Its deliverance by one of tho two re- 
maining Liberals In the parliament of 
British Columbia, who took occasion to 
frankly accept the verdict of the elec- 
torate in the matter of the railway 
policy commend the government for en- 
ergy and excellent intention, and prom- 
ise such reasonable support as may bo 
consistent with tho right of members, 
especially of those in opposition to crit- 
icize tind seek to improve all public 
legislation during its progress through . 
the House. 

In continuing tho consideration of 
the bill to ratify tho agreement with 
the Canadian Northern heads for tho 
building of that roud through British 
Columbia, 

Mr. Jardine said that he approached 
the subject with considerable diffi- 
dence. Primarily, hovevor, he wished 
to congratulate tho nonorable First 
Minister most heartily upon the really 
splendid way In which he had, at tho 
previous day's sitting of the House, 
delivered his address In explanation 
of the railway proposals. As one who 
had resided for the past thirty-live. 
years In this province, and during tho 
greater part of that time had taken 
keen Interest in matters parliamentary, 
he could truthfully say that ho had 
not at any time listened to so admir- 
able an address on the iloor of this. 
Assembly; while perhaps never before 
In the history of British Columbia 
had a subject been presented of such 
paramount Importance and interest to 
the whole people. (Applause). Not 
only would tho House undoubtedly 
second the efforts of the Government 
In this connection, but the peoplo 
throughout the country would respond 
to the efforts that were being put 
forth by the administration to give 
this province the railway facilities, 
and the competitive rates, of which it 
stood so much in need. (Applause). 
There must necessarily bo somo dif- 
ferences of opinion on all matters of 
large public policy, but in this in- 
stance the peoplo had chosen to put 
the seal of their endorsement upon the 
proposals of the Government, and tho 
decision of the electorate must be re- 
garded as final. There was difficulty 
felt on his side of the House, both by 
the speaker and by ills colleague from 
/Liberal, In meeting tho present de- 
mand upon them; they felt the need 
of the guiding hand of the late leader 
of their party, Mr. Macdonald, In 
lending- their assistance toward tho 
carrying forward with the fullest, 
measure of benefit to the country, of 
this great undertaking. Personally 
he was a firm believer In the principle 
of government ownership as applied 
to railways, but It was not for him to 
sot himself against the verdict of the 
country, and ho and his colleague and 
friend, the member for Albornl, would 
now content themselves In endeavor- 
ing to offer In committee such amend- 
ments as might In their humble judg- 
ment serve to Improve the legislation 
before tho House, as In the country's 
Interest. He recalled vividly the oc- 
casion of the completion of the Cana- 
dian Pacific to Its first terminus at 
Port Moody, and tho trip made to the 
Mainland on that important occasion 
by Victoria's then mayor, Mr. James 
Fell, whose name would always bo 
loved and revered by those who had 
known him In life. Mr. Fell had upon 
Ills return on that historic occasion 
expressed himself as confident that it 
would only be a matter of a short 
time before Victoria would become tho 
true terminus of the Canadian Pacini-. 
That expectation had never been 
realized, because the place assigned 
to Victoria by Mr. Fell had been 
usurped by Vancouver— and ho did 
not use the word "usurped" In an of- 
fensive sense, being as proud as any- 
one In British Columbia of the rapid 
rise and present substantiality of the 
commercial metropolis and capital of 
tho Mainland — but ho folt that tho 
time had now com« when, under tho 
provisions of this bill, we of Vancou- 
ver Islnnd might look with justifica- 
tion for the railway benefits hoped 
for a quarter of a century ago and 
ever since. Thoso who hud their 
homes upon Vancouver Island had 
abundant confidence In tho destinies 
of the Island. They believed its po- 
tentialities to entitle it to a place, 
second to that of no other part of tho 
great West. They knew that railways

ed, to the fullest advantage of the peo- 
ple of British Columbia. (Applause.) 
There were of course certain ejections 
of tlie bill as ottered to the house, 
which would requite most careful con- 
sideration tit the committee stage, und 
he and others would exercise their 
unquestionable right and privilege in 
analysis, and in endeavors to improve 
the mil it possible, ih. hoped that 
the prophiK'.y of the premier would bo 
fully redeemed,, and mat the province 
woulu never be required to pay a 
single dollar under the guarantee 
given, but in recognition ul the pos- 
sibility of this event, he hoped to see 
a clause inserted m tlie measure pro- 
viding that the government might in 
that event acquire tile road in ueiuiil 
Of the people 01 tile province. 

Commenting briefly, in friendly cri- 
ticism, upon various provisions of tlie 
bill, the member tor Esquimau said 
that lie wished to state as publicly and 
as plainly as possible that no hoped to 
see me government treat fairly und 
liberally witli tlie original Victoria <5i 
BttrKiey Sound company, composed of 
a number oi estimable and Honorable 
gentlemen who nad been the first in 
mis field, who had put in tneir monei 
in good taitll, ami who Had conducted 
their surveys and oilier preliminary 
wont in such a complete and work- 
manlike fashion tiiat the time ol the 
company winch would build the road 
Would ue saved, and they would es- 
cape much inconvenience in those 
particulars. liv hoped that notMng 
would be left undone when the time 
came for tile taking over of this por- 
tion or the contemplated system, m 
tne direction ol protecting and fairly 
remunerating these gentlemen tor the 
Services they hud rendered. 

A Feasible Policy 

As to tin- ferry clause ho had no 
douot thai tne plans oi ihc company 
coulu l,c completely accompiisneu. i,c 
tiau been somewiiut in tiiu aarn as to 
the development ol modern icrrj 
methods until a short ume when ne 
had chanced to be travelling in com- 
pany wiin a very Uisuuguisned en- 
gineer, wno nad until (utterly been a 
member oi mis house, and whom liu 
nad engaged in conversation on tins 
subject. ne nad asiveu mi.-; gentle- 
man as to the Lcusiblllty ui carrying 
trains of ten or lourteen couches by 
car lorry across such waters as thai 
between Engllsn liluif and Victoria, 
a on inut gentleman nad tuny ussureu 

"John," lie had said, "I here's no 
question aoout it at an. ' And when

As to the clause providing for the 
establishment of me workshops of tne 
company ut or near Victoria, the 
memoer for Esqulmuit asserted that 
within a radius of ten miles from \ ic- 
torla there was to be had "the linest 
climatic and other uonuittons for car 
shops of a large kind, to be found ill 

all America." (ApplauseJ lie thought 
I the company would he woll advised 

Indeed u'ore they to make these shops 
: sultlcient lor the requirements of me 
I entire system. 

i He was not quite as well as inform- 
ed as he desired to be In respect -to 

j tlie Jurisdiction of any railway appar- 
ently scrying the general advantages 

of Hie Dominion, as this road would, 
escaping declaration us for the gen- 
eral benefit of Canada: while, he also 
desired some further information us 
to the proposed mortgage security to 
the province. With regard to the 
power reserved to the lleutenant-gov- 
emor-ln-councll to grant tlmo exten- 
sions under certain conditions, lie 
hoped that there might be no abuse of 
the authority proposed. 



Dealing with the bill &B a whole, and 
on Its principle, however, he hoped 
that tho expectations and desires o! 
tlie people of British Columbia from 
the Yellowliead Puss to Barkley 
Sound with respect to this railway 
would be fully realized. The people 
had said they wanted this railway— 
all wanted it— and it was not desir- 
able that any little difficulties should 
be raised to interfere or bumper tlie 
carrying out of what hud been attest- 
ed us the people's will. The members 
of the opposition in their humble way 
would strive, as the bill took its course 
through the house, to improve it us 
they possibly might in order to better 
the' conditions under it of the working 
classes, and enable these to live more 
comfortably and witli u greater de- 
gree of happiness. These people might, 
were they alive to their political op- 
portunities, greatly improve their own 
condition, but at election times they 
lost sight of their opportunities. Tho 
members of the opposition lie would 
say In conclusion would endeavor lo 
do what they could at a later stitgo 
to Improve this bill in detail; having 
in mind always their true desire to 
assist such conditions as would bring 
about the greatest possible degree of 
prosperity to the country und well- 
being to its people. (Applause.) 

The further continuation of the de- 
bate until today was moved by Mr. 
Brewster. 

Upon the opening of the House, re- 
port was adopted and third reading 
taken, with consent of the House, on 
tlie bills to Incorporate the Port 
Moody, Indian River and Northern 
Railway Co., the Island Valley Rail- 
Way Co., and the Queen Charlotte 
Railway Co. The hill to revive, ratify 
and confirm tin- Vancouver and Nic- 
ola Valley Railway Co.'s charter of 
1908 was slightly amended in commit- 
tee and Huts reported; after which 
the House went Into committee upon 
the hill of tlie Salvation Army, with 
.Mr. Uehnsen as chairman. 

In committee Mr. Hawthornthwaltn 
strove, though ineffectually, to secure 
tlie elimination of the clause provid- 
ing that the Army may come into the 
province, and engage i:i business with- 
out registration or license. The mem- 
ber for Nanaimo declared somewhat 
scornfully that the Salvation Army 
wtis not only in the gospel-mongering 
business, hut was also supplying 
slaves for tho provincial labor market, 
and making money in tho meanest 
possible way out of the necessities of 
men who, finding themselves out of 
employment, sought the aid of the 
Army and who worked for ten or 
twelve hours a day for mere board 
and lodging. Tlie House should deal 
with the Army In one way or another 
but not dually— either as a religious 
organization or n business organiza- 
tion, not .is both In one. 

U was explained by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bowser that the Army received 
its trading privileges by Its federal 
charter, and in this legislation merely 
sought to avoid double license and 
registration. 

Mr. Williams also attackod the 
Army vigorously, urging deliberate 
breach of faith in Its dealings with 
the Government of British Columbia. 
The Army had received a grant, by 
way of a floating loan, (which would 

Heat Indefinitely) from this Govern- 
ment, on account of its guarantee to 
bring out settlers and place them on 
the land In British Columbia, and yet 
it was found by an advertisement 
which he read from a Victoria dally; 
that labor was offered to contractors, 
farmers, manufacturers, and all other 
employers of labor who might desire 
to economize in the commodity of 
labor. This was not carrying out the 
understanding with the Government 
as in- interpreted it — which was to 
put men upon tlie land. Hi- asked the 
Attorney-General for an opinion as to 
whether n breach of faith and of con- 
tract witli tlie Government was not 
herein Involved. 

At Hon. Mr. Bowser's request the 
matter stood over until the Minister 
might look into the agreement refer- 
red to, the exact contents of which 
were not familiar to him, 

The lull to incorporate the Western 
Union Fire Insurance Co.'s hill was 
passed through committee with minor 
amendments, and ut 4:30 the House 
returned to Committee of Supply. 

upon the vote in the supplemen- 
tary for advertising being reached: 

Purging Voters' Lists 

Mr. Brewster assumed that this 
item, "with the preliminary vote of last 
year, representing « total of approxi- 
mately $85,000, could be taken as the 
expenditure incurred in advertising 
names proposed to lie struck from the 
voters' list on tin- occasion of the last 
election. On this subject lie had 
asked for a return, which, however, 
had not yet been brought down. 

The Finance Minister brieily ex- 
plained the situation in connection 
with the advertising referred to. it 
was felt that it would not be fair or 
just to strike names from the list 
without giving due notice to those in- 
terested, so thai they might, if tlioy 
desired, save their franchise. The 
Provincial Secretary had been away 
In the north at the time this adver- 
tising was ordered in the daily papers. 
Tho Government appreciated tin- fact 
that this advertising had cost too 
much, ami the expenses Incidental 
would have to he curtailed hereafter, 
probably by advertising In the weekly 
papers only, or once a week" only ill 
the dailies. 

Mr. Brewster pressed his quest for 
information, asking as to whether this 
advertising was contracted for nt 
space rates or by the line, the former 
of which would necessarily be Hie 
more expensive. He noted that in 
publishing the voters' lists, some of 
the newspapers had double leaded 
them, which of course used additional 
space. 

The member was assured thai pay- 
ment was made by tin- lino. 

As to the increased vote for lo;; 
scalers it was explained that pari of 
tlie sum appropriated would he ap- 
plied to tin- purchase of a now gaso- 
line launch on tin lines of the "It. .1. 
Skinner." in operate between Vancou- 
ver and Nanttimo, with tlie Intention 
of preventing tin- Infraction of previs- 
ions of the Timber Manufacturers' 
Act. 

The passage of the vote for the 
Civil Service (, -railing Commission 
elicited tin- information that this 
Commission had Just about completed 
Its work, 'out the final report will be 
a confidential one necessarily. 

Aiding Development League. 

A final element ol" opposition devel- 
oped in flu- vol.- of $500 toward the 
cost of pamphlets issued by the Van- 
couver Island Development League. 

.Mr. Barker Williams strenuously 

objecting to this vote, The League, 
he asserted, was on the whole nothing 
more or less than a real estate boom- 
ing proposition from beginning to end, 
and some of the pictures drawn of 
British Columbia conditions and the 
future were quite us fantastic as any- 
thing contained In the Arabian Nights. 
He recorded, his protest ugaiuat iho 



passage of this , vote — wblcli ' was 
forthwith agreed to by the House. 

The completion of the Estimates en- 
gaged the attention of trio Committee 
until 5:25, when the several votes of 
Supply to His Majesty were duly re- 
ported to the House, being taken as 
read. 

Evening Session 

The evening sitting of the house was 
remarkable for the number of public 
bills advanced with more than usual 
rapidity through tho second reading 
stage. Preliminarily, however, an 
hour and a half was given to mem- 
bers for the advancement of the pri- 
vate bills in their keeping, the first ol 
these dealt with being the Incorpor- 
ation act of the Great West Life in- 
surance. Co., in regard lo which n 
point of order had at a. previous sit- 
ting been taken by Mr. Hawthorn th- 
waltc — that it was beyond the pri- 
vilege of a private member to bring 
forward a measure which interfered 
with the revenue of the crown by pro- 
viding tor tho exemption of the eom- 
pany to be Incorporated from pay- 
ment of certain transit* lees. This 
point was raised by the member for 
Nanaimo when the order lor commit- 
tee was called, whereupon 

Mr. Miller, in charge of the bill, ex- 
plained that consent of the govern- 
ment had been obtained, 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte expressed an 
intention nevertheless to push Ills 

point of order, upon which a ruling 
from Mr. Speaker was requested: 

Premier McBrlde thought there could 
lie no advantage gained in the course 
suggested. It was quite within lie 
province of the government to acc^,-; 
responsibility for legislation of tin: 
character, delegating some private 
member to take charge of tlie bill 
Under this explanation lie thought the 
member for Nanaimo might gracefully 
withdraw his point of order. 

With this suggestion .Mr. Haw- 
thornthwalte ai once compiled, ami 
the bill was thereupon committed, and 
subsequently reported; as also was 
the bill of tho B. C. Packers' Associa- 
tion. 

Prince Rupert Dill 

Mr. Manson, resuming the debate on 
the Prince Rupert incorporation bill, 
sketched the conditions attending the, 
presentation of this bill and tin- 
unique conditions under which Plineo 
Rupert was making for civic Importr 
ance. He referred to the fact thai the 
city, with a present population of ap- 
proximately four thousand, had re- 
ceived certain advances from the goVi 
eminent to enable it lo proceed with 
water and electrical enterprises, in 
connection with which he assured tlio 
house that the citizens fully appreci- 
ated the recognition by the govern- 
ment of the necessities of the occas- 
ion. The fact that large nrc-as of gov- 
ernment holdings were exempt from 
taxation in a measure Justlfed tlie 
special concessions that the city had 
permitted. At the same time the gov- 
ernment had set aside desirable uites 
for school purposes, which also wus 
appreciated. As he understood that 
the principle in tlie Land Act, under 
which the government reserved 25 per 
cent, of townsites wus to enable such 
reserved lands lo be subsequently em- 
ployed for public purposes, he urged 
that the government should grant to 
Prince Rupert sites for hospital pur- 
poses and for municipal buildings 
Much eonsidcratiov had boon given at 
Prince Rupert lo the question of In- 
corporation, an a result of which n 
bill of 269 .sections had been prepared 
which by the time that it had passe' 
through the hands of the attorney- 
general had been reduced to forty -i 
eight. (Laughter.) Under the bil 
decided upon, the city was brought 
under the general provisions of the 
Municipal Clauses Act, with such pro-' 
visions as were requisite to the special 
necessities of tlie city to be incorpor- 
ated. 

Dealing with the bil! in detail, he 
showed how the first three sections 
were purely formal, while the fourth 
described the boundaries of the city 
11 had at first been desired to have 
all of Kalen island included within the 
city limits, but. successful objection 
hail been urged by the- Grand Trun)' 
Pacific Railway Company, and it hac 
been decided to confine the ciL- 
boundaries to the original townsit' 
Sections 6 to 20 were purely forma) 
dealing witli tin- qualifications o 
electors, aldermen, etc., all of whlc 
met with the approval of t'.te citizens. 
Section 21 provided for the levying of 
taxes, and also demonstrated how- 
careful the finance minister had been 
in providing that Hie taxes of tho cur- 
rent year should be paid in to tlio 
treasury of the province as a security 
against advances and interest. He 
could not fully agree with section 23, 
by which the waters of Hays creek 
were granted to the railway company, 
whereas the citizens had greatly de- 
sired to have the waters of this stream 
available for tlie public uses. There 
htid been, however, an early agree- 
ment with the railway company, under 
which that company was assured it 
continual supply of water for all Its 
railway and steamship purposes, and 
in consequence of which the city 
would have to go for its ultimate and 
permanent water supply to Shawaht- 
lan and Woodward lakes on the main- 
land, while meantime they wou;-i b< 
permitted to use the waters of Hayt 
creek. In consequence of tho origins 
agreement with tlie railway company 
entered into nt the time of tlie decis- 
ion as to the terminus being made, he 
could nol take- serious objection ti 
the government's action, although he 
should have greatly liked to have seen 
Hays creclc controlled absolutely by 
tlie city. 

Section 27 would meet witli th 
hearty approval of the city, which de- 
sired to control its own telephone sys- 
tem, and hero derived authority so to 
do. The citizens were anxious in so 
far as possible to control a/1 muni- 
cipal utilities, and witli this bill would 

be aide to make a start in thai direc- 
tion, witli water and electrical sys- 
tems, lie hoped the policy to be 
adopted would prove successful in the 
years io come, What Prince Rupert 
had asked for, hut which had not been 
conceded, was in the first place the 
right to take a plebiscite ou the liquor 
question, and decided until what time 
the introduction of liquor licenses 
should he deferred, This was held by 
government to border too closely upon 
local option to he consistent with the 
general provincial policy, and had not 
been allowed, A plebiscite had also 
been asked for in respect to an eight- 
hour Civic law: with regard to this 
the government had taken tlie stand 
that it was unite- within tin- power of 
the cltv after Incoroorntion to deal 
With such local matters as it might 
deem wise. Prince Rupert had also 
asked for Dpwer to elect its own li- 
cense and uollce commissioners, ivhli h 
had been refused as contra to the es- 
tablished principle of Iho province.

After a. two-hours consideration of 
the host of applications for tho posi- 
tions of city engineer »u»d city solicitor 
the city council reached a decision Inst 
night. Both the positions go to outsid- 
ers though in the case of the offlco of 
city solicitor there were a number of 
applications from local solicitors, it. E. 
Speakman, C. E„ at present city engi- 
neer of the city of Brandon, Man., will 
bo given the position here, and Frank 
A. McDiarmid, of Lindsay, Out., will he 
city solicitor. Two ballots were taken 
in each case and the successful candi- 
date was appointed by a substantial 
majority. 

It. J'J. Speakman, member of the Cana- 
dian Society of Civil Engineers, and 
member of the American .Society of 
Civil Engineers, Is an Englishman by 
birth and received his training as a 
civil engineer In England where he had 
charge of extensive works. Ho came to 
Canada In 1SD1'. his first work In this 
country being the construction of a 
sewage and water works system In 
Brandon.

One of London's most interesting 
newspapermen will arrive here next 
Tuesday in the person of the Hon. Rob- 
ert P. Porter, who is on his way to 
Japan as representative of the London 
Times in connection with the Japanese 
edition Which that paper will publish 
next. July. Mr. Porter is well known 
on I he American continent. Emigrating 
to the United States from the Old Lnnd 
at the ago of fifteen he quickly won 
his way to prominence anil was ap- 
pointed census commissioner under tho 
Harrison regime.' Later' he was an Inti- 
mate friend of President McIChiley nnd 
was sent to Cuba by lillri as a special 
commissioner to ■straighten out difficul- 
ties among the various officials In that 
dependency. Subsequently be was dis- 
patched In a similar capacity as an am- 
bassador to Senor Gomez at a time 
when that republic was in a state of 
the "sulks." 

Mr. Porter's connection with the Lon- 
don Times has been of long standing. 
For many years he represented that pa- 
per on the North American Continent. 
He it was who wns responsible for the 
editorial end of the Times South 
American edition, the largest and most 
profitable single edition ever Issued in 
the Empire's metropolis. He is now ful- 
filling a similar capacity with the Japa- 
nese edition which will bo issued at the 
time when tho British Japanese Ex- 
hibition is In full swing In London. He 
is an able writer, a good speaker, nnd 
Is widely known throughout the Empire 
in his editorial capacity. 

Another member of tho London Times 
staff who is associated with Mr. Porter 
is Captain Bellaire, who is at present 
in the city. Captain Bellaire Is at- 
tached to the managerial end and was 
responsible for all the propaganda car- 
ried out in connection With the Times 
South American edition. He Is known 
to the heads of all the national, provin- 
cial and state governments In the Um- 
pire, his duties carrying him far afield 
and Incidentally furnishing him with 
a fund of anecdote which lie dispenses 
on bis periodical returns to London, 
where be Is the honorable secretary of 
the Raconteurs' Club.

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VICTORIA AND THE RAILWAY 

The full significance to Victoria of 
the coming of the Canadian Northern 
cannot bo realized ev( n by the must 
sanguine among us. The great pro- 
gress of .Seattle has been In large 
part due to the development of the 
country nearby. Doubtless the Alaska 
business contributed much towards it, 
but the solid foundation was the ex- 
pansion of what may be called local 
or suburban business. This sort of 
business also had a very material in- 
fluence in the growth of Vancouver, 
There arc those who say that without 
it Vancouver would never have be- 
come a great city. To be a railway 
and steamship terminus alone is not 
sufficient to build up a commercial 
centre. There must be something 
else, and that something Vancouver 
found In the lumber trade, which cen- 
tred there and the other local busi- 
ness that sprang up. We do not wish 
to he understood as underrating the 
importance of railway and steamship 
terminals. It Would hardly be right 
for a paper, which has worked hard 
and successfully for terminal facili- 
ties for "Victoria, and regards the fact 
that they have been secured as full 
of great promise for the future of the 
city, to belittle their value. Wo are 
not unmindful of the fact, that when 
a city once begins to grow, it is car- 
ried forward by its own impetus. The 
point upon which we are laying stress 
is that nearby development is the 
surest and safest basis for the pros- 
perity of a city, for it is something 
that rival cities cannot take away. 

Lying- between this city and Bark- 
ley Sound is one of the most richly 
timbered areas in the world, and along 
the West Coast of the Island north- 
ward from tile Sound arc other vast 
timbered lands. Throughout ' the same 
regions there are many large known 
deposits of minerals, notably iron ore. 
The development of the country be- 
tween here and Barkley Sound has 
been prevented, and that of the coast 
to the north of the Sound has been 
greatly retarded, by the lack of mod- 
ern facilities for transportation. These 
are now about to be provided, and 
what is of great importance, are to be 
provided, in connection with a trans- 
continental railway, bet us speak 
only of the country between Victoria 
and Barkley Sound, and let us only 
take into account the resources, of the 
existence of which there is no possible 
room for doubt. Here we have at 
least 20,000,000,000 feet of standing 
timber and the deposits of Iron ore- 
are of vast size and high quality. 
With a moderate allowance for 
growth, there is timber enough there 
to run all tue saw mills of Vancouver 
for three quarters of a century, and 
the Iron ore is in sufficient quantity 
to keep more than one plant like that at 
Sidney, C.B., going indefinitely. What 
farming land there may be is uncer- 
tain, but it is known to be of very 
considerable area, ar.d experience in 
other localities has shown that all es- 
timates of arable soil in British Co- 
lumbia invariably are under the mark. 
We are not going to assume the man - 
tle of prophecy and picture what the 
development of these great resources 
will necessarily imply; but we will 
say, and we know we are safe in say- 
ing it, that no city in the Pacific 
Northwest bus tributary to it so great 
and so rich an area that no rival can 
hope successfully to Invade. Such is 
an outline of the immediate and di- 
rect, prospect which the coming of the 
Canadian Northern opens to Victor- 
ians. 

The Canadian Pacific is hastening 
the construction of its line to A.lbcml, 
AV'e tie not propose to Indulge in any 
anticipations of what this may mean 
for Alberni as n transcontinental rail- 
way terminus. We hope its citizens 
will enjoy everything in this way that 
they have any reason to expect. But 
wo do know that the policy of the 
Canadian Pacific, acting through the 
E, & N., v, 111 be to build up a busi- 
ness along- the West Coast that will 
centre at Alberni. A large share of 
tills will come to Victoria in any 
event; but with the completion of the 
Canadian Northern to Barkley Sound 
more of it will reach us. 

In his speech in the House on Tues- 
day, Mr. McBridb spoke of the inten- 
tion of the Canadian Northern to ex- 
tend is system to I he north end til' 
Vancouver Island. When ho was in 
Victoria, Mr. Mann spoke very freely 
of lils company's intentions in this re- 
gard, and he explicitly stated that tie' 
provision in the contract relating to 
workshops in Victoria meant that this 
city would be the headquarters of its 
Island system. The plan of the Can- 
adian Northern is to develop Vancou- 
ver Island from Victoria as a base. It 
will havo been noted that the ! prov- 



ince undertakes to give such assist- 
ance for further construction as the 
company may ask and the Legislature 
may from time to time approve, and 
it Is known that this provision has 
been mads in view, among other 
thlnss, of tho policy of the company 
to build additional mileage on Van- 
couver Island. There Is plenty of evi- 
dence that a period of rivalry between 
transcontinental railway companies 
for the business that can be built up 
on the Island is at hand, and where 
such rivalry exists the rate of pro- 
gress is very often surprisingly rapid. 
This forms an important, if as yet 
somewhat Indefinable factor In the fu- 
ture of Victoria, but it is one that In 
its results will he of Incalculable ad- 
vantage. 

We shall only refer incidentally to 
the shipping business that may result 
from the coming of the Canadian Nor- 
thern. When ears come from the 
prairies over the Canadian Northern 
for lumber, they are not likely to come' 
empty if they can get anything lo 
haul. They can get wheat, and when 
a car laden with wheat is upon tho 
rails of the Canadian Northern on the 
south shore of the Praser, and is com- 
ing over to the island for lumber, 
there is not the least reason why It 
should not bring its wheat along in- 
stead of taking it elsewhere. It ought 
not to be forgotten that the Canadian 
Northern's great source of Umber 
freights will be in the region reached 
by way of the line from Victoria t.i 
barkley Sound. Transportation will 
follow the line of least resistance and 
in obedience to this law Victoria's fu- 
ture as a Shipping point Is assured by 
the coming of the Canadian Northern. 

THE TIMBER SUPPLY 

Mr. A, D. II. boss, writing in (he 
Canadian Courier, points out that the 
consumption of timber in the TJnied 

States last year was -1 1,000.000,000 
feet, which is ten times the total pro- 
duet of Canada, or to state it in an- 
other way it would call for the denud- 
ing of two areas like that between 
this city and barkley Sound and 
South of lie Cowichan watershed. Hut 
the timber in the Vancouver Island 
area just mentioned is much larger 
and stands much more to the acre 
than that in other parts of the con- 
tinent. Taking one area with another 
throughout North America, we sug- 
gest that. -1,000 superficial feet to the 
acre would not be low, and a I t his 
'ate about 10,000,000 acres would 
have to be cut over to meet the re- 
quirement of the United States for a 
single year, and these requirements 
will increase from year to year as the 
population increases. Mr. Ross, who 
is of the Faculty of forestry of the 
University of Toronto, estimates we 
have in Canada on the whole notinoro 
than 550,000,000 acres of forest, and 
that the area at present available is 
not more han 250,000,000 acres, carry- 
ing not more than 500,000,000,000 or 
000,000,000,000 superficial feet board 
measure. This estimate supposes the 
area to average only a little if any 
tiling, more than L',000 feet to the 
acre, which seems very low. There 
are about 12,000,000 acres held under 
timber license in British Columbia. If 
we add to this the E. ei X. tract and 
the crown-granted timber lands and 
those held under lease, we will have 
an area that will not fall short of 
15,000,000 acres. If we average this 
at 10,000 feet to the- acre, and this 
will not lie excessive, we think, we get 
150,000,000,000 superficial feet on these 
lands alone, or one-quarter of .Mr. 
Ross's estimate of the whole supply 
in the Dominion. This takes no ac- 
count of what timber there may be on 
the Railway belt, on the lands granted 
to the Columbia and Western Railway 
Company, and on the very extensive 
areas that, have not yet been examin- 
ed, and are not now available' because 
they are under government reserve. 
We do not think that Mr. Ross lias in 
the least exaggerated the necessity for 
a Dolicy of conservation, but we think 
be lias greatly underestimated tho ex- 
tent of tin.' forest resources of Can- 
ada, it is too soon to malic any but 
the most general estimates on this 
point, for here is a vast region drained 
by the waters flowing from the west- 
ward into the Mackenzie and its tri- 
butaries, and other unexplored tracts 
known to carry much merchantable 
timber, but how much no one can even 
guess. 

We do not know just what .Mr. Ross 

has in mind when he says that "with 
tiie completion of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific ami Canadian Northern Rail- 
way systems, Canada will in- tempted 

to export very large quantities of tim- 
ber." These raiiwa.es will not be like- 
ly to add to the temptation for the ex- 
cellent reason that they •■.sill not run 
through timbered areas to any greater 
extent than will aupp!} the demand for 
timber on the Prairies. Air. boss does 
not seem to be aware- that the greatest 
forests in the world, SO far as wiial 
is regarded ordinarily as structural 
timber is concerned, an- on th'.'e water 
in British Columbia. When, however, 
he says that the completion o|' the 

Panama Canal will stimulate oxport, ho 

is on solid ground, for it will undoubt- 
edly have thn< effect. 

-Mr, Ross pleads I'm- the adoption of 

a forestry policy that will make our 
timber a source of permanent Income. 
In this w.e are \-,-ry heartily in accord 
Willi bin!. The Increase in population 
in North America bids fair to lie very 
raj. id, and the sacrifice of fores! to 
meet the needs of the people wiM be- 
come greater and greater I'l'-ry year. 
Even with millions of acres yet in vir- 
gin forest, it is, nut loo soon for a 

warning to be sounded everywhere in 
Canada against waste. With the ex- 
ample of the states of .Michigan and 



Iowa before our eyes we .-ar.not bo too 
alert to safeguard even such forests as 
we have In British Columbia, ami the 
experience of the countries of Conti- 
nental Europe happily shows that it is 
possible to safeguard them. 



WILFUL MISREPRESENTATION.

City Will Supply Oak Bay With 
Water at Maximum Rate of 
Ten Cents Per Thousand 
Gallons 



By a vote of eight to two the city 
council last night passed the resolu- 
tion naked for by the private bills 
committee of tho legislature provid- 
ing that the city will give water to 
Oak Bay at a maximum rate of 10 
cents per 1,000 gallons, the arrange- 
ment to hold good for two years and 
thereafter the price to be adjusted 
on a basis of not more than two and 
One-half cents per 1,000 over actual 
cost of production, provided that tho 
cost to Oak Bay shall not at any time 
exceed 10 cents. 

Now that the council has passed 
the resolution, the committee will 
strike from the private bill which tho 
municipality is seeking from tho leg- 
islature those provisions relating to 
Che laying of water mains across Vic- 
toria. 

Tho session of the council was a 
secret one and the press representa- 
tives wore not supposed to be present. 
The matter was discussed at length 
and the 3ame urguments were used 
as on previous occasions when the 
City-Oak Bay arrangement was under 
consideration. Alderman Humbor and 
Alderman Bishop were the two per- 
sistent opposers of the arrangement, 
the former claiming that the whole 
thing was simply a scheme of Oak 
Bay to play the city against the Es-

qulmalt Water Works system. Alder- 
men Mable, Fullerton and Ross, who 
voted against tho recently proposed 
agreement, decided to vote for the 
resolution submitted last night. After 
a vote was taken City Solicitor Mann 
explained that there Is nothing to pre- 
vent the Esqulmalt Water Works 
Company laying a main around tho 
city by way of South Saanich and 
into Oak Bay and delivering water at 
whatever figure the company saw lit. 
Alderman Fullerton then professed to 
see where the city had got the worst 
of It and declared he protested against 
any such arrangement as outlined in 
tho resolution, and ho appealed to tho 
press to record his protest, but the 
press was not there. 

Alderman Humbor pointed out that 
under the arrangement Oak Bay was 
assured of water for all time at 10 
cents, provided It desired to take a 
supply from the city, but supposing 
the Esqulmalt Water Works Com- 
pany laid a main around the city into 
Oak Bay and agreed to deliver It at 
six cents per 1,000 gallons, as It al- 
ready has offered, doubtless Oak Bay 
would take it, thus playing' the city 
against the company, and the city 
Mould bo In the same position as it 
would have been had the municipality 
'had the right to lay a main across 
tho city. Oak Bay would be a cus- 
tomer of the company to the disad- 
vantage of tho city. 

EJarrister Argues 
City Barrister Taylor, who was 
.pirvent, doubted at first if tho city 
solicitor was right in his contention, 
but after some discussion agreed that 
such was tho case. Then the neces- 
sity of amending the arrangement 
whereby the city would be better pro- 
tected was mooted, and as a result it 
is likely that some amendment to tho 
act wii: be sought whereby it will be 
provided that Oak Bay shall remain 
a customer of the city. 

In the course of the discussion it 
was also pointed out that while the 
city may at present be able to deliver 
water to Oak Bay at 10 cents per 1,000 
j gallons, Its source of supply, Elk 
i Lake, having cost comparatively little 
or nothing outside of the improve- 
ments thereto, and the cost of piping 
water In, if the city has to secure an- 
other source and spend some $1,500,- 
000 thereon, tho cost will be much 
more, but under tho proposed arrange- 
ment, Oak Bay will still get Its sup- 
ply at ten cents. 

Chief of Police Langley, who had 
been requested by the council to per- 
sonally explain the reason for tho ad- 
ditions to the force this year, as asked 
for by tho police commissioners, was 
on hand and entered fully Into the 
matter, pointing out that tho growth 
pf the city, especially In the outskirts, 
requires a larger and more mobile 
force. Magistrate George Jay was 
present with tho chief and gave in- 
formation on the working of tho de- 
partment. 



Just what tho council will do rela- 
tive to tho Increased expenditure nec- 
essitated by the additions to the force 
is a question not yet settled. The 
•commissioners can insist' on the In- 
crease, but they are now reconsidering 
the estimates as submitted and it may 
be there will bo som u reduction made.

powers of the government might yet 
be exercised in such a manner as to 
protect the rights and Interests of the 
city In these particular matters. The 
difficulties that Vuncouver and Victo- 
ria had experienced lp. dealing with 
companies in opposition to civic policy 
in water matters were so well known 
that Prince Rupert might hope to ben- 
efit through tho . experience of these 
older cities. He was inclined to think 
that the time was at hand for the ap- 
pointment of a commission on public 
utilities, which would legitimately .Re- 
strict the operations of private com- 
panies In tho public good. 

Criticises Bill. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaito referred brief- 
ly to the interesting circumstances at- 
tending the coming into being of 
Prince Rupert, and to tho dire predic- 
tion of tho Liberal party thereanent. 
These predictions had not by any 
means been realized, and the Liberals 
were now receding from their old po- 
sition, In the light of accomplished re- 
sults supporting the Conservative po- 
sition. He thought the bill before tho 
House exceedingly meagre and insuf- 
ficient in connection with the incorpor- 
ation of such a city as Prince Rupert 
promised to become. He had hoped 
that the bill would prove sufficiently 
comprehensive as to have saved that 
city from the necessity of continually 
pestering the legislature for amend- 
ments, as had Vancouver and Victoria 
in past years. As to the bill, if this 
were to be all the bill for Prince Ru- 
pert's incorporation, the G. T. P. rail- 
way would seem to have secured a very 
strong hold upon the city, particularly 
with respect to the extraordinary priv- 
ileges at Hays creek that had boon 
conferred. He regretted to see this 
company and the others that had been 
mentioned by the member for Skeena 
in control of the water resources of 
the country and given the opportunity 
to hold up the "cities of tho province 
for unearned benefits. A stop should 
certainly be put to this everlasting 
speculation in the water resources of 
tho country. Nor did he see why the 
city of Prince Rupert should be com- 
pelled to buy out the British Columbia 
Tie and Timber Co., as this bill con- 
templated. With regard to the prop- 
erty qualifications for voters, he re- 
sented this as distinctly reactionary; 
in adopting this principle the province 
was going bade hundreds of years. 

"Talk of Conservative legislation," 
said tile member for Nanaimo, "this 
is prehistoric legislation with a ven- 
geance!" 

Proceeding, he held that there could 
be very few voters in Prince Rupert 
on lots costing the 5100 pi escribed as 
the minimum qualification. He thought 
that the member for Skeena should 
certainly record the views of the House 
on this and other features of the bill. 
As to the initiative and referendum, 
tho people already had ample powers 
In their franchise opportunities, The 
eight -hour clause met with his ap- 
proval, of course; while as to tiro local 
option proposal, It was a manifest ab- 
surdity to talk of extending thisiprin- 
clple to one town or city while denying 
It to the rest of the province, There 
was the same necessity for uniformity 
with respect to the licenses and police 
commissioners. As to the intlative and 
referendum, the people had already oil 
necessary power, and as a Socialist he 
felt bound to protest against the ex- 
tension of any further functions of 
government to the people. Extensions 
in this direction meant only confusion 
worse confounded. 

The blil passed second reading, to 
be committed today. 

The bill to extend aid to the Kettle 
River Valley Railway company, being 
brought on, on a motion for second 
reading, Mr. Jardine said that he had 
little to add to what ho had already 
said during the afternoon in discussing 
the Canadian Northern bill, while he 
hoped that In committee he might bo 
able to offer some slight amendment 
that would be In the direction of fur- 
ther safeguarding the interests of the 
people. 

The debate was further adjourned by 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte. 

Minor Moasurcs. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser moved the second 
reading of the Forged Transfers of 
Stock bill, explaining that this was 
brought forward In connection with the 
consolidation of the Companies' act, 
the bill being kept separate In accord- 
ance with the practice of the English 
staatues, from which this bill (already 
in operation in our courts) was taken. 
The bill passed second reading. 

The minister of mines next moved 
the second reading of the bill to amend 
tho Coal Mines Regulation act, explain- 
ing briefly that it was devised largely 
for the consolidation of the existing 
law on the subject which during many 
years had been found to work exceed- 
ingly well. One new provision would 
make more workable the law in respect 
to the eight-hour bank to bank regula- 
tion, and permit the prevention of 
transgression that had '-occurred in the 
past. There were ulso other sections 
dealing with the further security of 
miners working underground in the 
coal mines of the province, while a new 
provision had been incorporated (of 
very great importance — this being in 
the making obligatory of the provision 
of tiie German oxygen life-saving ap- 
paratus, which had been proven so 
signally successful in sundry American 
states. He extended his thanks to 
the member for Newcastle, who had 
supplemented the advice of the mines I 
department officials out of his own 
wide personal experience of the work- 
ing and necessity of coal mines, and 
who hud most courteously co-oporatod 
with himself (tho premier) In making 
this bill as wide In the direction of 
protecting the miners as was possible. 
If any other suggestions — from the 
other side of the House — were offered 
in tills direction in committee lie would 
be pleased to accept them, as his de- 
sire was solely to leave noihing possi- 
ble undone to contribute to the fullest 
security of the coal miners In the 
prosecution of their hazardous avoca- 
tion. 

Mr. Williams adjourned tho debate.

•NO AUTHO RITY 

City Possesses No Right to Regulate 
Quality of Milk Sold Here. 

That the city has no legislative au- 
thority to enforce regulations relating 
to the quality of milk and that until 
the govornor-genoral In council fixes by 
Statute a standard of purity no attempt 
can be successfully made to force, milk 
vendors to give a wholesome article Is 
the decision which tho city legal advis- 
ers have arrived at, consequent on the 
failure or the prosecution against a 
Japanese on Monday. There was form- 
erly a provincial statute providing for 
at least three per cent, of butter fat 
arid nine per cent, of other solids in 
milk and this butter fat standard tho 
local sanitary inspector has been en- 
forcing but the provincial act some 
years ago was declared ultra vires and 
while tho governor-general In council 
Is given authority to provide for a fed- 
eral act regulating the matter no such 
act lias been passed. 

With the provincial act useless any 
civic measures passed under that act 
are equally invalid. As a result there 
is nothing now preventing vendors of 
milk rrom "mixing their drinks" to 
their heart's content. 

The sanitary inspector will make a 
report to the health and morals commit" 
tee of the city council pointing out tho 
necessity or some steps being taken to 
secure proper authority to enforce the 
sale of none but wholesome milk.

Permits for Over Ono H.mdrsd Thou- 
sand Dollars' Worth of Building 
Issued in Two Days. 

With but two days of the present 
month expired building figures are set- 
ting a pace which indicates that March* 
will bo a record-breaker In tho building, 
line.

But in- 
stead of admitting a current of fresh 
air, which would, during the night 
fill the room and make it ready for 
the children in the morning, it is us- 
ually the custom to shut both doors 
and windows. 

Most mothers are enlightened en- 
ough to provide ventilation for their 
homes. There are tew houses trortl 
which fresh air is excluded either 
night or day. Vet the rooms in which 
forty or fifty children sit all day and 
the air of which, with all the good 
Will iii the world, tin- teacher can-, 
not prevent from becoming tainted, 
are not, during the hours in which the 
children arc ausent Hooded with fresh 
air. 

It is objected that it the windows 
were left open the raia might gel in 
and wot the room. But would tins bo 
tho case if there were only a small 
opening? This Is a matter to which 
the medical inspector should devote' 
Ills attention. It has heeii stated re- 
cently that no method of ventilation 
lias ryet been invented which is more 
effective than the open window. It is 
not possible always to keep the room 
hi which children sit thoroughly aired 
during school hours. But when the 
rooms are empty it Olight to be the 
business of some one to let in such 
it plentiful supply of outdoor air that 
the invisible dust which cannot lie 
removed would be robbed of all 
danger.

for tho purpose of fighting tubercul- 
osis. Is It not pusslMe tlmt the dis- 
ease often lias its beginnings in school 
rooms and churches from which pure, 
sweet air is excluded? 

Now that the spring is coming It 
should bo possible to ninlce u reform 
in this matter. If the mothers of Vic- 
toria saw the Importance of keeping 
the rooms in wnleh their children sit 
for the greater number of tholr wak- 
ing hours, sweet anil wholesome, every 
• window In every sehoblhouae would 
not bo kept tightly closed all night, 
winter and summer. 

There have been for many weeks 
reports of eases of rabies among Uio 
dogs of several titles and villages of 
Ontario. Some of the newspaperahayo 
ridiculed the stories and tried to allay 
the fears of the people. The matter 
has become serious e.uough to iudueo 
the government to pass regulations 
ordering the muzzling of all dogs. 
Yesterday morning's telegrams con- 
tain an account of tlic death of i\ 
little boy from hydrophobia. While 
there is, doubtless, much exaggeration 
in the accounts which are published, 
it is hardly possible Hint they are 
unite groundless. 

In our own city and province . this 
terrible disease has been hitherto, al- 
most, if not quite, unknown. Victoria 
people are fond of their dogs, and not 
a little proud of them. There are not 
many' families in whleh a dog of some 
kind is hot kept. Neither the dog tax, 
Which has of late been exueted, nor 
the order to keep the dog <r,i a Jeash 
when going through the city lias had 
much effect in lessening the number 
kept. 

While it is not intimated that there 
is the slightest danser of any of our 
dogs going mad, it is yet true that 
there are many owners who are not 
as careful as they should be to see 
that passersby are net frightened by 
their iiets. A woman or a child may 
often receive a very serious shock by 
the sudden rush and loud barking of 
a dug who has been ill-trained. II is 
hard for the owner of a big dog, who 
never hurts' any member of the fam- 
ily, to understand the terror of tho 
visitor or the passerby who is at- 
tacked by him. Even when trie ani- 
mal docs not bite his look and be- 
haviour are terrifying. 

Children too often amuse them- 
selves by teasing dogs who are safely 
shut in. For the ill-temper caused by 
these tormentors others must pay. 
This is a practice which should never 
be permitted by either the owners of 
the dogs or of the children. The 
authorities cannot too strictly enforce 
the regulations against cro is dogs. No 
one should be permitted to allow Ml 
animal that cannot be trusted to roam 
at large. In this, as In many other 
matters, there is much need that all 
citizens should cultivate a due regard 
for the rights of others. 

Few more Important movements 
have taken place lately than the ap- 
prenticeship classes that have been 
opened by many of the great railroad 
eompanies. In Canada, the Canadian 
Pacific and tin' Grand Trunk are 
training the future mechanics of the 
rond in their machine shops. In tho 
United States the New York Central, 
the Atchison and the Pennsylvania 
are adopting the same plan. These 
great companies have found the need 
of workmen who had learned every 
part of their trad./ thoroughly and 
with abundant means to engage the 
best Instructors have undertaken the 
work of teaching lads their trade. 
They are doing in a systematic and 
economical way what' was done in 
leisurely fashion In the workshops of 
the old" time. These classes will have 
this advantage over the technical 
schools which are already In operation 
In some Canadian cities and in almost 
all great labor centres of civilized 
countries. The hoys employed there 
will not feel themselves at liberty to 
shirk their work, as is often the case 
With the voluntary student. 

There can be little doubt that the 
workmen trained In t oe railroad shops 
will possess an efficiency and a thor- 
oughness which is seldom found 
a lining modern workmen. Nothing 
could be more important to Canada 
than this. Whether the future will 
see great wars or not, there is no 
doubt that the struggle between na- 
tions for industrial supremacy will 
grow keener, if not fiercer, as the 
years go by. The men who ran do 
things well will be the masters. 

There is a disposition among Hie 
youth of Canada to try to make, their! 
living in other ways than by tho 
sweat of their brows. This brings 
men into the cities in unduly large 
numbers. Hut this Immense country) 
la not to become a great nation by 
buying and selling. A great com- 
merce It will undoubtedly have. But 
it is I he farmers, and the mechanics 
ami the manufacturers who must 
form the body of the nation and pro- 
line.' its wealth. If our men and wo- 
men do not learn to work with skill 
ami thoroughness, if their inventive 
faculties are not developed nothing 
will prevent those whom we look upon 
as foreigners from taking the places 
of captains of industry. 

To foster in the children their na- 
tural love for bodily activity and to 
show th. in that it is a greater thing 
to do, than to have, are not the least 
of Hie duties of Canadian women. If 
to this disposition thus created is 
added the careful teaching, whether 
in technical schools, in work-shops .or 
agricultural colleges which make men 
efficient workmen in their own field, 
we need not fear the competition of 

any people east or West. 

Nothing is more noticeable in the 
pictures of royal children, which are 
from time to time published In the 
Illustrated magazines and papers than 
the simplicity of their dress and the 
h«m»y fixrire, as ion of their faces. There 
Is nothing In their appearance to dis- 
tinguish them from the well-cared for 
children In any of our schools. In 
this, the example of the royal tnoth- 
ers of Europe is well worthy of Iml- 
tatlon. Their little girls and boys are 
not robbed of the delights of child- 
hood either by being forced or per- 
mitted to wear expensive finery. They 
will not make worse rulers because 
they are not allowed to look upon 
themselves as a class apart from the 
children of the people. There are many 
thousands of mothers throughout the 

empire who need the lesson these pie- 
lures teach effectively, if without de- 
sign. 

Now that spring is coming there 
will he hundreds of mothers in Vic- 
toria looking for girls to take charge 
of the little ones ill the afternoons. If 
the babies have elder sisters I lie 

pleasant task should fpli to their 
share. A long walk after school is 
not I he less delightful because, the 
baby Is being amused and benefitted 
by motion through the fresh air. 

To the young girl whose mother 
does not need her at home, put who 
would like to help fu some way, this 
employment gives an opportunity' of 
earning a little money In a way that 
will not In any way Injure her health 
or hinder her studies. It would be a 
pity that the babies should not have 
the advantage of being eared for by 
nice little girls who will treat them 
lovingly. There i3 no need that the 



baby, carriages shall be brought Into 
the business part of the city. Indeed 
this should ho done as seldom as pos- 
sible, for the noise and excitement is 
not good for the little folks. For the 
older girls in tho public school who 
know that the money th'o'y can earn 
in this way would [relieve anxiety at 
home,' this employment offers an op- 
portunity not to be neglected. Many 
young girls leave school to go to work 
who might have taken the High 
School course if they had been willing 
to help a little. Our neighbors on the 
other side of the line set our young 
people a good example In this respect. 
They are not ashamed or afraid to do 
honest work that will enable thorn 
to gel. an education. Girls as well as 
boys work In the vacations In order 
to pay their expenses at school. A 
few of our own girls have done this 
in. Victoria, but not so many. Most 
mothers would greatly prefer to trust 
their babies to a young girl whom 
they know than to a stranger. 



"Woman as a Citizen." 

A most enjoyable meeting of the. 
Mother's club was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at the Spring Ridge School. 
The president, Mrs. Graves, opened the 
meeting by reading "Each and All" by 
Emerson. Mrs. Gleason recited 
"Through the Flood" from the ''Bon- 
nie Briar Bush" with a great deal of 
feeling ami much appreciation. On 
"coming forward w» read a paper on 
"Woman as a Citizen" Mrs. A. T. Watt 
complimented the many mothers pres- 
ent on the good work done by the so- 
ciety. This was the eighth year she 
had addressed them and she felt that, 
whatever might be said of some other 
women's societies, theirs amply justi- 
fied its existence. 

The speaker then showed in a very 
pleasant and convincing address bow 
from the home as a centre woman's 
activities extended into the social, the 
educational, tho religious and the aes- 
thetic life of the community. 

Woman had an Interest in keeping 
the city in which they lived free from 
anything that would injure the health 
of their work in the churches was ack- 
er morals of their children. The value 
nowledged and the education of their 
children was a matter of vital concern 
to them. 

It was, too, Important that the chil- 
dren should be In ought up In beautiful 
surroundings.

EXTENSIVE PLAN 



Much Work to Be Done on Pa- 
cific Division of Canadian 
Pacific This Year—Outlay 
of $3,500,000 Provided For 



VANCOUVER, March 2.— An appro- 
priation of approximately $3,500,000 for 
betterments and Improvements to bo 
carried out this year on tho Pacific 
division, of the Canadian Fnclflo rail- 
way was recently made by tho board of 
directors. There will bo a largo ex- 
penditure for improving tho terminal 
facilities In Vancouver. Many addi- 
tional tracks will be laid In the False 
Creek yards to various warehouses and 
warehouse sites In the rear of Bontty 
street. The inward freight shed nonr 
render street will also lie extended and 
enlarged. 

At Field the ward will bo enlarged 
and an addition made to tho engine 
house. The Kamloops yard will be. re- 
vised and additions made. The com- 
pany will also add six new stalls to tho 
engineiiduse and build a machine shop. 
The large Increase in traffic on the 
main lino necessitates a very largo ex- 
penditure for sidings and spurs. Ex- 
tensions will be made to all yards not 
extended In recent years nnd numerous 
Intermediate sidings will also be built. 

Bridge construction does not flguro as 
a lug item this year, as the work has 
boon ncaring completion during recent 
years. The cantilever bridge over the 
Fraser river at Cisco will bo replaced 
by a heavy through span to be supplied 
by. the Canadian Bridge company. In 
addition to this tho uncompleted work 
on a number of large bridges In the 
Kootenays will be -finished tills season. 

Owing to the rapid development of 
the fruit-growing Industry in tho Oka- 
n.igan valley wharves and buildings to 
facilitate the handling of fruit will bo 
erected at Oknr.agan Landing, Kelowna, 
Sunimerlatid, Pentletnn and Vernon. 
New engihehouses will be built at Rog- 
ers Pass In tho Selklrks and nt Smelter 
Junction. 

The company will also lay a consid- 
erable mileage of the main line with 
new 85-pound steel rails, replacing sev- 
enty-thrqe and eighty-pound rails nnd 
will also do considerable ballasting.

And now it develops that Vancouver 
does not' question Victoria's title to 
the Keith trophy, the mug which hep- 
resents the Pacific coast champion- 
ship. That much-discussed silver- 
ware will arrive with the McKechnie 
cup, the trophy which is symbolic 
solely of British Columbia supremacy. 
In order to give the "Doubting 
Thomases" ocular evidence of the fact 
Secretary Arbuckle jocularly remarks 
that the. two may be drawn through 
the city's thoroughfares in a heavy 
truck. 

How does it happen that Vancouver 
has become so tractable? Here is 
where Mr. J. M. Bull, secretary of tlio 
Terminal City Club, conies in. lie 
was In the city last night, and he de- 
clares that. Vancouver never, In an 
ollicial way, disputed "victoria's claim 
to the Keith cup, It having been the 
donor's undoubted Intention that pro- 
vincial champion, if not in possession 
of it, should have the right to chal- 
lcge the southerners for it, and if it 
was In these parts, that the best 
northern team should hold and pro- 
tect it when necessary. "We know 
when we're beaten," said Mr. Bnll t 
"and there is too much of the sports- 
man about members of the Vancouver 
club to permit the raising of such a 
paltry point as has been Instanced in 
an effort to retain the symbol of an 
honor which now isn't ours." 

Such were the sentiments expressed 
by Mr. Bull in behalf of the Terminal 
City flub, and they have been accept- 
ed 'in the spirit in which they are in- 
tended, Victorians have declared their 
regret that the reports should have 
gone abroad under the circumstances, 
nnd oil has been poured 011 the 
troubled waters. 

But why should the waters have be- 
come troubled? The report which the 
Colonist published was based on ab- 
solute fact. Immediately after tho 
match of last Saturday the statement 
was made by Vancouver players thai 
tho Keith trophy would not come to 
the Island. It was an informal de- 
claration which was reconsidered after 
more mature consideration and 
reasonably a conning of the articles of 
agreement. The word circulated, 
reached the newspaper ofllces from 
official sources, and was given publi- 
cation In good faith.

Torrents in Streets. 
COLFAX, Wash., March 2. — Tho 
flood which swept down the Palouse 
river on Monday afternoon created a 
condition in tills city unequalled In 
its history. The property loss in this 
city and immediate vicinity, it is es- 
timated, will reach $200,000. So far 
as known, no lives have been lost, but 
u number of persons are missing. All 
night Monday and until noon Tuesday 
the waters continued to rise until 
there was four feet of water in the 
principal streets and business centres 
of the city. So strong was the cur- 
rent of the waters that a number of 
houses were swept away, and people 
were forced to seek shelter on the up- 
per floors of their homes until belli 
arrived. 

Fire added to the consternation of 
the people. The lime house of Eastini 
caught tii',' when the waters reached 
the lime. The flames spread rapidly 
and two adjoining buildings were 
soon ablaze. 

Six workmen in the planing mill 
of i lend nnd Reed narrowly escaped 
death yesterday when the building 
suddenly collapsed, Its foundations be- 
ing undermined by the water. 

Railroad transportation probably 
will be out ol tile question for several 
days, The O. R. X. Co. tracks 
have bi eu washed out in several 
places, ami it is believed that all the 
company bridges in this section have 
been washed out. Similar conditions 
affect the Inland Electric Company, 
and It will lie impossible to run cars 
ever that system for several days. 

Roads and bridges in every direction 
are washed nut, and it will be months 
before normal conditions are restored. 

Reports from Rosalia, Pullman and 
Other towns are of a discouraging na- 
ture. High water has done consider- 
able damage everywhere, but condi- 
tions today are somewhat Improved. 
Pullman in Bad Plight. 

PULLMAN, Wn„ March 2.— On 
Tuesday night there were between five 

and ten feet o£ water In the streets at 
Pullman, and a terrific current was 
sweeping through the town which has 
done a damage Impossible as yet to es- 
timate. One Northern Pacific and two 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation com- 
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Scott's bakery ami a newly establish- 
ed piano store yore wrecked. In the 
latter case the stock of nine pianos 
Was swept off down stream. No lives 
have been lost. The Alton hotel has 
been abandoned. 

One of the most serious phases of 
the flood Is tin- fuel famine. This con- 
dition Includes the agricultural college. 
No property damage has been suffered 
by the college as yet. Thorn is no light 
and the city la without drinking witt- 



er because of the flooding of the "light 
and water works. 

A Northern Pacific freight train is 
stalled on the outskirts. The Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation company's 
coal blinkers have been burned down, 
owing to the slacking of some lime 
stored In them. 

Heuvy Snow in Colorado. 

DENVER, Colo., March 2.— One of 
tho heaviest snowstorms of the season 
has raged today along the South Park 
division of the Colorado and Southern 
railroad. There has been more or less 
snow for ten days in the mountain re- 
gion, although the weather has been 
pleasant in Denver. A snowstorm also 
prevailed along the Moffat road today 
On account of the tleup prevailing on 
the Southern Pacific 'railroad, most of 
the big colonist travel to the coast from 
the east Is now being diverted south- 
west to the only transcontinental line- 
now in operation to the coast. 

Southern !daho Suffers. 

BOISE, Idaho, March 2.— All the 
streams in Southern Idaho are today 
higher than over before known, and 
damage as a result of the floods Is of 
great proportion. Railroad traffic is at 
a standstill, and Boise and other cities 
in this section of the state are com- 
pletely cut off from outside communi- 
cation, except by wire. 

Five miles of track on the. main line 
of the Oregon Short Line Is washed 
out west of Glenn's Ferry and It will 
bo several days before the trains can 
be operated. 

The greatest damage has been to ir- 
rigation works, breaks in canals being 
reported from all sections of the irri- 
gated sections. 

The Twin Falls country Is suffering 
severely, the loss to fanners In crops 
being many thousands of dollars 

Two men were drowned last night at 
King Hill while trying to save the 
suspension bridge over the Snake 
river. 

Worst in Its History. 

DIOU-ISTO.V. Idaho, March 2 —Re- 
ports received here in the last twenty- 
tour hours from various points In the 
aland Empire, show that the country 
s in the grasp of the worst flood in 
ts history. Railroad and wagon 
bridges have been carried away tele- 
graph and telephone service is sus- 
pended, with but little hope of a re- 
sumption of railroad service for three 
days, towns are inundated and families 
driven from their homes, the existence 
o whole communities In the mountain 
districts is threatened, several lives 
have been lost and damage to property 
already runs well up toward half a 
million. 

Among the North Idaho towns thai 
are at the mercy of the floods, Nex 
Perce, Peck and Mohler have suffered 
the most. Since yesterday morning the 
water has run three feet deep in the 
streets of Nez Perce, filling basement 
invading stores and dwellings and In- 
flicting damage that will require 
months and thousands of dollars to 
repair. 

.Mohler, a small town on Little Can- 
yon Creek, 20 .miles above Peck, Is 
ported swept out of existence, and 
Peck is threatened by the giving away 
of the mill dam. The middle south 
fork of the Clearwater Is rising, and 
St. Anne, the terminus of the Clear- 
water branch of the Northern Pacific, 
Is said to be submerged. 

Asotin, Wash., seven miles up the 
Snake River from Lewiston, Is shut off 
from the world by the washing away 
Of the bridge across a swelling creek. 
The stream has overflowed its banks 
and wrought havoc with the alfalfa 
fields and orchards, besides plunging 
the town into darkness by flooding the 
electric light plant. 

The Clearwater River Is rising rapid- 
ly, and the cakes of ice coining down 
show that the snow has begun to 
move In the higher mountain levels 
something unusual at this season. The 
Snake River has risen five feet since 
midnight and is still rising. 

Many Homeless in Ohio. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 2.— Ful- 
ly 1,000 people tire (tameless, traffic is 
impeded and business is demoralized 
In many places in Ohio todav as a re- 
sult of the floods. While the water has 
1 somewhat In most of the river 
valleys, yet in others the danger still 
remains, due to ice gorges. 

A bridge was washed away at Defi- 
ance. Mechanlcsburg is still under 
water. Boats only can he used in the 
greater part of Warren, where the Mo- 
honlng Rivei is on the ramprrje. 

Water Is slowly creeping into the 
business section of Napoleon. The 
Cuyahoga River has inundated Clinton 
and Warwick. Rain still prevails in the 
southern part of the state, which will 
add to the floods in the Ohio River 
Valley. 

At Zanesville several hundred fam- 
ilies have been driven from their 
homes. Great danger still lurks behind 
the ice gorges in the river.

Bodies Deeply Buried 

A telegram received this forenoon 
from George How, who Is Undertaker 
John Jerread's assistant, sent to Wel- 
lington last night to make arrange- 
ments lor the shipment of bodies to 
Everett, states that from six to seven 
days will be required to take the dead 
from the avalanche' 

Three locomotives, a rotary snow 
plow, three new electric motors, the 
private car of J. II. O'Ncll, superin- 
tendent, four mall cars, two coaches, 
one sleeper, one baggage car and one 
observation car were swept from the 
cliff an eighth of a mile west of Wel- 
lington. The wreckage lies a mass of 
broken and twisted debris on the 
rocks below. 

From this mass of debris, snow and 
Ice, broken tree stumps and wrecked 
shacks, borne by the snow-slide to the 
canyon below, the heroic band oi res- 
cuers, directed by Superintendent 
•O'Neill, are at work extricating the 
injured and recovering the bodies of 
the dead. 

Late this afternoon an operator 
wlio was on duty at Wellington ar- 
rived at Scenic. He was so frightened 
that, he could nut speak, and all ef- 
forts lo get him to give information 
concerning the avalanCilb failed ab- 
solutely. 

Hundreds are telegraphing for th<> 
names of the dead and injured, but it 
was only tonight that anything like 
an accurate list could be obtained. 

The first direct news from the 
scene of the disaster was received to- 
night, when Dr. (.'ox, one of the Great 
Northern physicians who went up on 
the first relief train, returned from 
Wellington, accompanied by three of 
the survivors, Ray Forsyth, It. M. Dn- 
VOllO and Fireman S. A. Hates. Dr. 
Cox says that none of the Injured tire 
in a critical condition. Many of the 
injured were only slightly hurt. When 
the party left Wellington sixteen were 
in tho hospital In charge of Dr. Rock- 
well. Forsyth and Hates estimate that 
not more than twenty of the 110 people 
who were carried Into the canyon by 
tho avalanche escaped serious injury.

fives, four electric motors, one rotary 
snow plow, the rotary shed and the 
sand hose were swept away by the 
slide. 

A member of the first relief party 
who returned to Everett tonight said 
that when he reached the scene all the. 
cars were completely burled, Much of 
the wreckage was covered by forty feet 
of snow, and all that, could he seen 
was one partly burled electric motor, 
two locomotives and the wreckage' of 
liin rotary. All that eoirld lie seen o£ 
the coaches was a steel pipe slicking 
in the snow where a pullman car was 
twisted around a stump, and a cur- 
tain that lay on toil. 

Ray Forsyth, one uf the injured pas- 
sengers, was In a car in which there 
were five women and seven children 
Three women and two children escap- 
ed, but the others undoubtedly perish- 
ed. In telling of the experience For- 
syth said that It seemed as If the ear 
was lifted bodily from the track and 
held poised in midair. Suddenly it 
toppled over tlie edge and rolled down 
tho steep embankment. Instantly tho 
air was filled with the shrieks of tin? 
injured. A fearful storm was raging! 
A high wind was blowing and there 
was •"- spectacular electrical display. 
t.ic first men to extricate tlicmsclves 
from the mass of wreckage sc: to work 
releasing those less fortunate. They 
had no lights, and carried o.l their 
work by the flare of tie. lightning, 
which was almost incessant. 

This morning the severed hand of a 
woman was found on a. finger was 
a ring bearing initials which led the 
workers to believe that if belonged to 
Miss Katherlne O'Neill, of Spokane, 
who Is listed among the missing. 

Men returning from' the scene of the 
disaster hold out. little hope '.lint any. 
of tho missing will he recovered alive 

Trainmaster Blackburn, who was 
sleeping In Supt. O'Neill's private car. 
was taken from t lie wreckpgo alive. 
His only words were "Look out for thc- 
others." Then be lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. Station Agent Flnnnery, 
of Wellington, dug Blackburn from tho 
snow and started to carry him to a 
place nf safety. A small slide struck 
them and Flanherty was knocked down 
Blackburn's body slipped from bis 
grasp and was carried into a small 
stream, where it disappeared from 
sight.

Prospecting by Churn Drilling. 

Chum drilling is now the fashionable 
method of exploring ore deposits lying 
approximately Hat, which, of course, is 
the only courso to which it Is adapted. 
TP.Is, and its analogue, diamond drill- 
lug, were introduced into the Rocky 
mountain region front Missouri, but 
neither l n the southeast, or southwest 
of Missouri were they ever relied upon 
as showing more than the existence of 
mineralization. 'Die character of the 
mineralization remained for the old- 
fashioned methods to determine. Ac- 
tual sloping to lite drill-holes showed 
too many cases of a rich hole being so 
because it has chanced to Intersect an 
uncommonly good patch pr a poor liolo 
where the drill had happened to go 
through a mere lean spot. . Moreover, 
In the assaying of low-grade stuff, the 
errors of the analyst, perhaps the er- 
rors of his methods, may amount to n 
large percentage, whereas they would 
he comparatively Insignificant on high- 
grade stuff. Particularly is this the 
ease with lead and zinc ore. The dan- 
ger is loss with copper ore, but, never- 
theless, should not bo dismissed front 
consideration. The development of the 
copper deposits west of the Rocky 
mountains by churn drilling has led to 
many Improvements over the art prac- 
tised in Missouri, but even so, when we 
think of the millions of tons of definite 
assay that are regarded as proved by 
one little hole In a tract of 200x200 ft., 
we are inclined to hesitate and wonder 
if stoplng results will really be so good, 
and if the old-fashioned methods of de- 
velopment may hot have been discarded 
too soon in the desire to "get rich 
cpiick." 

Tho California Oil Situation. 

The output of oil from California has, 
In -the past, been controlled by the 
.Standard oil. Associated Oil and Union 
Oil companies. According to a former 
member of the Associated, tills com- 
pany ve.".s originally formed by produc- 
ers of the Kern River district, at a 
time when the Standard was offering 
11; cents a barrel for oil. After the as- 
sociation was formed It was found Im- 
possible to get sufficient capital to 
provide transportation facilities, and 
thus, finally, the Southern Pacific com- 
pany absorbed a controlling interest un- 
der a pooling agreement with Hie stock- 
holders wiilcli kept the Southern Pacific 
out of control In so far as the board of 
directors was concerned. It aficrwa. :1s 
became necessary to obtain large finan- 
cial lielp to build additional pipe lines, 
and at that time the .Southern Pacific 
asserted itself, dissolved tho pool agree- 
ment and is now In absolute control 
of the Associated Oil company. 

Thus, the first attempts of tho pro- 
ducers to obtain reasonable prices by 
marketing the oil themselves came to 
nought, but years ago, when oil was 
again at a nominal price, only 15 cents 
per barrel, some of the best producers 
got together for their own protection 
and formed an agency which, with fre- 
quent accessions, grew to be what is 
now known as the Independent Agen- 
cies. About three years ago tho con- 
tracts with the Associated and the 
Standard having expired, the Standard 
refused to submit any offer, and the 
Associated became the sole buyer. It 
was then that the Union Oil company 
stepped in with an offer which com- 
pelled the Associated to t"ty the price 
asked by the Agencies, and a three- 
year eontraol was made which has just 
expired. The Union Oil company Is a 
large producer and appears to be work- 
ing in harmony with the Independent 
Agencies. 

To tli" Standard, cheap nil from the 
produoer means more money from the 
refined product; to the Associated, cheap 
oil from the producer means cheap oil 
for the Southern Pacific: to the Union 
and the Agencies, high prices for oil 
mean dividends for both. At the pres- 
ent time, out of the daily output of 
lfiii.ooo barrels, the Standard is only 
producing about 15,000 barrels. 

The Producers Transportation com- 
pany, affiliated with the independent 
Agencies, Is now building a pipe line 
to Port " Harford and expects to bo 
ready to transport oil from .MeKlttrlck 
and Coallnga to tidewater by 'the last of 
February, The company has ftorage 
facilities for 2.000,000 barrels or more, 
and advocates having a largo permanent 
supply of oil on hand so as to do busi- 
ness with large consumers. The United 
Slates government has a board of In- 
quiry on tho coast with a view of 
ndoptlng oil as the fuel for government 
vessels, and the Japanese leave men In 
the Held with the same end In view, 
Xot much e.-m be done, however, until 
it can be shown what can be depended 
upon In tho way of a permanent supply. 
A meotlng of tho Independent producers 
was scheduled for .March Isl ill Bakers- 
liold. There have recently been many 
additions to the Independent Agencies, 
and it is daily growing stronger. 

The Pipe line of the Associated Oil 
company from Coallnga to Monterey 
has been clogged up for some weeks 
owing to the cord weather. In conse- 
quence, oil has accumulated at Coallnga 
to tho amount of several hundred thou- 
sand barrels. After the month of Feb- 
ruary much of this oil win be trans- 
ported by tho Producers' Transportation 
line to Port Harford, The Associated 
has. however, roponUy closed n contract 
with tin- Claromont oil company for 70.- 
000 barrels per month for five years nl 
50 cent.s, and it is reported to have a 
contract with the American Petroleum 
company for 7.000 barrels per day for 
about three years at 60 cents per bar- 
rel. 

The town of Santa Barbara is driving 
a long tunnel for its water supply 
through the Santa Inez range ahuui 
four miles west of the liuvn. Oil sand 
was Struck recently In this tunnel, R.0O0 
reel from Its north portal, and 1,400 
feet vertically below tho surface. Mi- 
ner.-: and other employees hnv.fl since 
Hied many oil claims covering the sur- 
fact above 

An Important Find. 

The recent locating of a new and 
dtstlnei parallel ledge to tho main vein 
of tho War Eagle is o very important, 
event in tho history of that mine and 

of the camp, i'lie ledge, which Is twelve

Forced Covering by Shorts 
Helps Upward Movement- 
Steel and Copper Stocks 
Strong and Active 



NEW YORK, March 2.—riices of 
stocks rose (today to the highest level 
yet touched on the recovery from the 
severe decline which cct In after tho 
first of the year. An obstinate short 
interest was driven to cover, and the 
buying thus necessitated was an im- 
portant factor In lifting prices. The 
.movement .against the shorts showed 
evidence of organization and tho pos- 
session of large resources, and also the 
employ moot of the usual methods to 
push the price movement. It owed Its 
effectiveness however, to the small of- 
ferings of the stock for sale, and this 
condition In turn is due to the subsi- 
dence of aprehension on various ac- 
counts which was the motive for the 
selling earlier In the year. 

In U. S. Steel particularly there were 
signs of activity by an organized spec- 
ulative party, which gave rise to sur- 
mises that the market pool In that stock 
had resumed operations on tlie long 
side. Yesterday's announcement of the 
retirement from the directorate of .1. 
1). Rockefeller, Jr., with the accom- 
panying explanation that the family 
holdings of the stock "are not suffici- 
ently largo to justify his giving any 
time or attention to Hie affairs of tho 
corporation," was of a kind used With 
depressing effect sometimes when spec- 
ulation is In a different mood. The Im- 
provement reported In the steel trade is 
responsible partly for this bitter feel- 
ing. 

The steps taken by the railroad cor- 
porations to raise new capital with tt 
view to going forward with Improve- 
ments and betterments form an clement 
In this feeling of encouragement. 

Kven tho copper trade came in for a 
share of this cheerful feeling today by 
reason of the reported decline In the 
European visible supply of the metal. 
The decrease since February 16 was 
small, but was the first reported for 
many months, and had added signifi- 
cance from the large exports from this 
country which have gone Into foreign 
supplies in the period covered. The 
price of the metal advanced strongly 
in London today, and copper securities 
there as well as here advanced. 

Some disappointment was felt that 
yesterday's rumors of tin agreement 
upon a basis for the settlement of the 
Philadelphia car men's strike were with- 
out confirmation. No effect was caused 
in the market, however. Little atten- 
tion was paid to any but favorable 
news. 

Discount rates eased in London but 
hardened in Berlin. Foreign exchange 
here rose again, and offerings of fund 
to lend on time diminished, with 
Strengthening effect on interest rales. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, 52, 565. 000. U. S. bonds were 
unchanged on call.
